For regulating equality and freedom 


in trade, a proposed ordinance was sub- 
mitted to the City Council at Ita meet- 
Ing last night by W. W. Allen ot 576 
Hobart street, this city. 
Allen sent 


in a draft of vthe law he has projected, 
together with a lengthy communication' 
In which he takes the "Butchers' Ex- 
change" of this city to task. Allen de- 
clares In hie letter to the Council that 
the Butchers' Exchange is nothing more 
than a trust and asserts that It pre- 
vents trade coming Into this city, fixing 
the location of each butcher shop, as 
well as regulating prices. The Council 
referred the communication to the ordi- 
nance and Judiciary committee. 


Other matters were taken up by the 


Council.

from Walter Leimert tu visit the Pied- 
mont-by-the-Lake tract In automobiles 
next Sunday morning, where great Im- 
provements are to -be made In the near 
future. 
Leimert's Invitation was ac 
cepted and the tour of Inspection will 
be made by the councilmen at 10 
o'clock Sunday morning. 


A report was received from Chief of 


Police Wilson in regard to the number 
and cost of feeding prisoners In the 
city jail. 
Chief Wilson reports that 


there are now 105 prisoners on rhand, 
and an average of 132 prisoners each 
day. During December 7742 meals were 
furnished, at a cost of five cents a meal, 
or ten cents per day for each pris- 
oner.

Her Sapho Delights 
a lar^e Audience 
at the Macdonough

"Sapho" Is not a good play, conven- 


tionally speaking, but It Is better than 
dramas of the "Iris" type, which por- 
tray the descent of weak, selfish and 
luxury-loving women Into hell. 
At 


the -worst, "Sapho" presents us a wo- 
man toflnitey better at the last than 
we saw her at first. Incidentally, the 
moral atmosphere clears as the play 
progresses, and the curtain does not 
ring down on a hopeless condition or 
a maudlin tragedy that Indicts society 
of high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
Us moral code as being a perversion 


"Sapho"' has been presented In San 
Francisco In times past, but no actress 
approaching the power of Olga Neth- 
ersole has attempted the difficult title 
role In America, Sara Bernhardt alone 
excepted. 
Miss Nethersole's rendition 
Is 
far 


more 
satisfying to English-speaking 


audiences than that of the divine Sara, j J 
who only speaks French and is not 
physically built on "Sapho" lines. An 
understanding of the dialogue Is neces- 
sary to a thorough appreciation of a 
play that is not altogether wholesome, 
but Is literally true to certain phases 
of life. In Miss Nethersole's presenta- 
tion the Interest Is heightened by a 
superb support, artistic stage settings 
and a well-nigh perfect stage drill. 


Unfortunately literary and dramatic 


art combine to draw sympathy to the 
person least entitled to It—"Sapho." 
The most deserving person In the whole 
lot—the ono who has suffered 
most 


and responds most nobly to the call of 
fluty—i3 poor Flamant, who ruined 
himself for Fanny Le Grand, commit- 
ted forgery for her sake and returns' 
from his prison chastened and repent- 
ant, but still loving and forgiving, to 
claim and care for his child,-and to 
offer his name and protection to the 
woman who had pushed him into the 
abyss without remorse or compunc- 
tion. 
Miss Nethersole's "Sapho" is true to

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Republican Party Destroyed Slavery. 


In another column a correspondent 
disputes the statement 


that the Republican party abolished slavery. 
He 
argues 
that 


slavery was abolished by the logic of events in consequence of the 
Civil War. 
This is mere casujstry. He forgets that the war re- 


sulted from the irrepressible conflict between slavery and the fun- 
damental principle enunciated in the opening 
paragraph 
of the 


Declaration of Independence; that the Republican party owed its 
birth to antagonism to the institution of slavery, and that the slave 
States seceded because of the election of a Republican to the Presi- 
dency. That Mr. Lincoln announced on taking the Presidential 
chair that he proposed to respect the constitutional guaranty to 
slavery counts for nothing in view of the fact that he regarded 
slavery as a crime against civilization and a reproach to a nation 
founded on the rights of man. 


But let us revert to the concrete facts of the case. 
Granting 


that the emancipation proclamation was issued as a war measure, 
it is nevertheless true that it emanated from a Republican President 
and was sanctioned by the Republican majority in Congress and en- 
dorsed by the platform of every Republican State convention. The 
amendments to the national constitution ratifying the emancipation 
proclamation and forever prohibiting slavery v.ere offered by a Re- 
publican, passed by a Republican Congress and adopted as part of 
the Republican policy. The readrnis=ion into the Union of the se- 
ceded States was made conditional by the Republican party on their 
ratifying the anti-slavery amendments. 


It is idle, therefore, to contend that the Republican party did 


not free the slaves. Xor does the number of Democrats who served 
in the Union armv during the Ci\ il War cut any figure in the case. 
'A great manv Democrats \\ere indu iduahty opposed to slavery, but 
the Democratic party as an orgam/ation vigorously opposed every 
step leading to the abolition of the institution. It is not to the point 
that some of the Democratic surgeons were com meed that slavery 
was a moral, political and industrial cancer since they declined to 
operate on it. While the surgerv was rude and in some particulars 
not entirely justified by the strict letter of constitutional la\\, the 
Republican party alone \\ielded the knife. The question of motive 
or military expediency does not alter this fact. 


It is threshing over old straw to recall the circumstances lead- 


ing up to the abolition of slavery, but since there are those like Mr. 
Mills who deny that the Republican party embodied the political 
force that achieved that result, it is necessary to cite the tacts of 
history. If the Republican party did not abolish slavery what party 
did? Surelj not the Democratic party, for that organization split 
into two wings, one demanding the extension of slavery into the 
Territories and the other demanding that it 
be 
confined within 


certain geographical limits. The sentiment that pggressively favored 
its abolition was the force that conceived the Republican party and 
animated its policv 


Paving Broadway and San Pablo. , 


"Why don't the city authorities pave Broadway north of the 


postoffice and San 'Pablo avenue north of Sixteenth street?" is a 
question frequently asked. It is a question prompted by the 
wretched condition of those thoroughfares since the rains set in. 


The condition those two great arteries are in is a disgrace to 


the people of Oakland, but the city government is noKresponsible 
for it. Under the law the cost of paving the streets the first time is a 
charge against' the property abutting thereon. 
The sections of 


Broadway and San Pablo alluded to have never been paved in ac- 
cordance with the specifications governing the acceptance of streets, 
and hence it rests with the property-owners whetherthey shall be 
properly paved or not. 


The property-owners along Telegraph avenue had a valid 


grievance against the city as regards repaving that thoroughfare, 
but they were finally compelled to have the work done at their own 
expense. There was an immediate rise in property values along the 
avenue in consequence of laying down a new pavement. The own- 
ers of the frontage on upper Broadway and San Pablo should profit 
by the object lesson of Telegraph avenue. If they vvould only pave 
the thoroughfares m front of their property they would find the 
value of their holdings increased more than the outlay, and they 
would also add to their own comfort and convenience, likewise im- 
prove the looks of the city.

Lincoln issued the Emancipation Proclamation declaring the free- 
dom of all the slaves in the rebel States. This measure, though not 
strictly constitutional, was justified by military necessity." 


On December 20, 1860, in a State convention, South Carolina 


"unanimously declared that 'the Union now 
subsisting 
between 


South Carolina and other States, under the name 
of the United 


States, is hereby dissolved'" 


A number of the Southern States seceded in quick succession, 


followed by an appeal to the arbitrament of the sword. 


In response to President Lincoln's call for volunteer troops to 


avert the impending disi upturn of the Union, men of all political 
parties at the North responded with marvelous alacrity. 
More 


than one-third of the Federal army and navy was composed of 
Democrats whose sole determination was that "the Union must and 
shall be preserved!'' They looked upon the freedom of the slaves 
as an incident of the life-and-death struggle for the Nation, the 'in- 
dissoluble Union being paramount. 


Taking their lives in their hands, tens of thousands of Demo- 


crats joined the Federal army to aid in preserving the Union as it 
was handed down by the fathers of the republic.

argely increased; that without conven- 
tions there wiil be no good way of 
making partj platforms, the Wisconsin 
plan of bavins: the candidates meet after 
their nomination and frame the platform 
being open to objection. On the other 
hand. It. is argued that the new system 
will naturally be Improved and that all 
of the objecllons before mentioned can 
be overcome; also, that the voters could 
well afford to put up with a good many 
disadvantages, to get rid of the evils of 
convention nominations effected by trad- 
ng and of unrepresentative party com- 
mittees. As to whether the direct primary 
will abolish bosslsm opinions differ con- 
siderably, bia in fairness it must be 
conceded thai if the boss Is not destroyed 
oy direct nominations, the most profitable 
field for the exercise of his arts will 
be removed with the passing of the con- 
vention. 


CONCLUSIONS FROM FOREGOING. 
To sum up, I have pointed out that the 
present method of making nominations 
In California Is susceptible of marked 
improvement; that the direct election by 
the people of all delegates would be a 
long step in the right direction; that the 
Illinois prln.ary Saw. 
which 
permits 
voters to voie for candidates ae well as 
for delegates, might be added to our 
convention wystem with beneficial re- 
sults, as mlitht probably be done with- 
out constitutional amendment; that the 
reform of the party committee organi- 
sation Is also a necessity; that If it be 
decided not to attempt to reform the 
existing methods but to cast them aside 
and establish the direct primary in its 
full vigror, there is at least a fair prob- 
ability that the new plan would be suc- 
cessful, ttlthough a constitutional amend- 
ment wou'.d be needed to accomplish It. 
and therefore we should be compelled 
to wait two years before results could 
be obtained. 


I recommend the careful and consci- 
entious attention of the Legislature to 
this matter, as demanded by the party 
platforms and the people of the State. 
CONDITION OF 


STATE FINANCES 


On assuming the duties of Governor, 


four years ego, I found the condition of 
the General Fund such that. In order to 
meet the expenses of the State govern- 
ment,'it bei'-ame necessary 
to 
borrow 
from other funds $1,368,000. In oi-der to 
restore to the funds thus borrowed from, 
it was necessary to Increase each of the 
tax levies for the years 1903-4 and 1904-5 
nearly 6 cents above what would have 
been necess;cry had it not. been for the 
deficiency in the General Fund. 


The State Treasurer has been able to 
meet all demands upon the General Fund 
up to the close of the calendar year with- 
out touching a dollar of new taxes, and 
has a surplus of $1,000,000 for meeting ap- 
propriations to be made by the incoming 
Legislature. This condition has resulted 
from maklnit a sufficient tax levy, each 
year during my administration, and from 
a more abundant yield from certain 
special forms of raising State revenue 
than conservatism had reckoned on. 


Therefore, while economy should char- 
acterize all appropriations, it will not be 
necessary for the incoming administra- 
tion to be parsimonious in approving ap- 
propriations for meeting the real needs ot 
public Institutions and the legitimate re- 
quirements of public expenditure, a neces- 
sity that was Imposed upon me wnen I 
took office by region of the depleted con- 
dition of thu State treasury. 


The disaster of April'18, 1900, and suo- 
ceedlng days, wrought great destruction 
to taxable property, but the splendid 
urosperltv enjoyed by our State has well 
nigh made (rood to the State tax roll the 
taxable value destroyed. The total as- 
sessed valuation of all property In the 
State for 1903 was $1.624,891,742. For 1906 It 
was $l,595,S97.411-a difference of $29,094,331. 
There is no doubt that this deficiency has 
been much more than made good by in- 
crease of wealth since the last assessment 
was made. 


Had it not been for the necessity for 
adding C cents to the tax levy for the first 
two years of my administration, in order 
to make up the deficiency I found In the 
State's funds, the average State taic rate 
during my rour years' term would have 
been lower than that of the preceding ad- 
ministrations, 
except Governor Mark- 
ham's As chown above, there Is. Instead 
of a deficiency, a surplus of $1,000,000 now 
in the State treasury. 


BETTERMENTS. 


A growlnj: population and the conse- 
quent increasing demands on our public 
Institutions tend steadily to increase tax- 


more uncompromising direct primary 
iw. 
It is not necessary to quote the replies 
received from other States, which present 
no points of special significance differing 
from the foregoing. 
It will be observed that the direct pri- 
mary, particularly as a method of nomi- 
nating State condldates, has not yet 
advanced beyond the experimental stage, 
the existing laws being conceded by their 
makers to call for amendment. The ob- 
jections ofrfenest urged against a direct 
primary law which dispenses with con- 
ventions are that it tends to a multipli- 
cation of candidates and hence to the 


real injury Is Inflicted, provided, always, 
that public moneys are so expended as to 
give a dolL-Lr's worth of value for each 
dollar taken from the pockets of taxpay- 
ers. 


In obedience to the views s.bove ex- 
pressed I have, during my administration, 
been as liberal In approving appropria-

SOME LABOR AND 


SOCIAL STATISTICS 


The twelfth biennial report of the 


Commissioner of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics shows a large amount of 
conscientious investigation and com- 
pilation, although the material ac- 
cumulated prior to April IS, 1906, 
was destroyed by the fire and it was 
necessary to reproduce it so far as 
possible. The scope of the operations 
of this Bureau was considerably en- 
larged by the legislation of 1905 which 
lequlrecl the collection of statistics'of 
marriage and divorce and of crime. 
Some very valuable data on these 
lines will be found

which also Includes a mass of statis- 
tics on wages, strikes, lockouts, child 
labor, Chinese and Japanese compe- 
tition, farm labor, and rehabilitation 
work in San Francisco.

IMPROVEMENT OF NAVIGATION. 


Four years ago the 'Legislature ap- 
propriated J200.000 for river Improve- 
ments, putting its expenditure into the 
hands of the Auditing Board to thi, 
Commissioner of Public Works and the 
Governor. It was determined to use 
this money, first, in the closing up of 
the largest and worst breaks In the 
river banks, thus confining most of the 
water to the channel and securing the 
scouring effect, and, second, to secur- 
ing certain threatened polmts of the 
banks agaJnst erosion and other breaks. 
It was also determined, when possible, 
to require the owners of lands on which 
breaks In the river banks were or were 
threatened, to co-operate with and pay

ramento valleys wilt, if irrigated, raise, 
in prodigious quantities, almost every- 
thing from potatoes to oranges. With 
proper storage reservoirs in the upper 
reaches of the rivers and streams of 
these valleys and the proper use of the 
countless millions of gallons of water 
that every year go to waste, this land 
will support, on irrigated and intru- 
sively cultivated farms, a family to 
every ten acres of its vast 
expanse. 
' Upon these farms, and in the towns 
and cities that will grow up and be 
dependent on them, there can live, as 
I have said, live million happy, pros- 
perous and contented people.

Worst of all, however, 
is the notion, which has become an un- 
written law of custom, that the first 
duty of a Harbor Commissioner is to tak« 
care of political derelicts, without regard 
to fitness, com]>etency or industry, except 
in political campaigns. 
The salaries paid commissioners an 
also entirely inadequate to secure th* 
services of men of large experience and 
business ntnesn as Haibor Commission- 
ers. 
No man whose previous buslnen 
training would fit him to successfully 
manage such an immense and varied 
business enterprise, as is transacted on 
the water front of San Francisco cam 
afford to give all his time, as the Presi- 
dent of the Board must, for $300 per 
month, even If the position were secur* 
for a longer period than four years. And 
to expect competent men to give their 
whole time, 01 any great portion of <t, 
as associate commissioners should, to 
the State for $250 per month, is worse 
than an absuidity. 


SYSTEM IS WRONG.

make them most productive—the peo- 
ple who are directly interested in these 
matters are beginning to realize that 
all four of these important projects are 
inseparably connected the one with the 
other, and that each and all of them 
are dependent for their final perfection 
upon the improvement of our rivers. 


The navigation of our rivers is of the 


utmost Importance to all who occupy 
the great valleys through which they 
flow. 
The six million acres of level 


land lying between Bakersfleld and 
Redding, together with the four million 
acres of rolling arable land lying tnb-

HARBORS. 


With a north and south coast line 


of something like eight hundred miles, 
California has but four natural har- 
bors of sufficient size to safely ac- 
commodate a large ocean commerce; 
viz., at Eureka, San Francisco, San 
Pedro and San Diego. Upon these ave- 
nues to the ocean California Is depend- 
ent for the exit and entrance of all the 
ocean commerce which may be directly 
or Indirectly hers. 
Upon their proper 


improvement and use the prosperity not 
only of the cities lying on these har- 
bors, but also of the w hole State of 
California, to a very great extent, de- 
pends. If the shores of these harbors 
shall be monopolized by a single, or a 
few, 
transportation companies, 
that 


healthy development of trade and com- 
petition, upon which the prosperity of 
cities, States, and countries depends, 
will be greatly hampered and the whole 
State will suffer In consequence thereof. 


San Francisco bay, on its Oakland 


side, is an example of the paralyzing 
effect of such monopolization. 
Here, 


when the town was first organized, all 
the water front was given over into 
private 
ownership. 
This ownership 


finally passed into the hands of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 


San Francisco's water front, thanks to 


the farsightedness and 
patriotism of 


some of her early citizens, has, been 
saved to the State and Is being used by 
and for the State. But San Francisco's 
water front is only part of the bay of 
San Francisco. On the Oakland side 
is also a water front which is also of 
great importance to this State. It is of 
almost equal importance, even to San 
Francisco, with that portion of San 
Francisco bay and its shores which lie 
in the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco. 
For, through Oakland and its

roads from acquiring an easy and con- 
venient access to the bay and San 
Francisco.

BETRAYAL OF TRUST 


BY PUBLIC OFFICIALS 


Two years ago California was humili- 
ated by the trial and conviction of two 
of her State Senators for bribery. 
A 
third member of the Senate fled, and Is 
now a. fugitive from Justice. The Sen- 
ate Is to be congratulated on Its prompt 
action in expelling, after an exhaustive 
trial and before their 
conviction by 
juries, the Senators who. by their dis- 
honest acts, brought shame and disgrace 
upon California, and cast a stigma upon 
our boasted republican form of govern- 
ment, 


The recent development In the City of 
San Francisco, which seem to Indicate 
a state ot affairs at least as bad as that 
which existed In New York City under 
the regime of Tweed, ought to shame 
even- person who claims to be a Coli- 
fornian. 
That official corruption could 
go to the extreme which seems to have 
existed In the metropolis should con- 
cern every person who loves this coun- 
try and desires to see its free institu- 
tions perpetuated. For, if unchecked, 
this official corruption will so poison the 
whole body politic as to cause the sure 
death of public spirit and private patri- 
otism. 


The official who betrays the trust im- 
posed in him commits a crime against 
his fellow citizens that is blacker, more 
despicable and more to be detested than 
even cold-blooded murder. The latter Is 
a crime against an Individual, or, at 
most, against a very few. But the for- 
mer is a crime ngair.st many and dis- 
turbs the very foundations of our free 
Institutions. 
The bribe-taker is, how- 
ever, no greater criminal than the bribe- 
giver. 
Both should -be scorned of all 
•men: both should be punished for their 
crimes against the State. 
He who be- 
trays the people In times of peace Is no 
less a traitor to his country than he who 
betrays it in time of war. 
There are, 
to our shame, be it said, Benedict Ar- 
nolds still among us. 
I commend to the careful, patriotic 
attention of tho Legislature this subject 
and hope that some method will be de- 
vised whereby detection and swift con- 
viction may be made more certain than, 
to our disgrace, be it said, appears now 
to be the case. 


OUR 
CRIMINAL 
PROCEDURE. 


Another thing that is engrossing the- 
attention of all thinking men in this 
State is the way in which, by juggling 
with the technicalities of the law, Jus- 
tice is defied and our courts and laws 
made laughing-stocks by cunning law- 
yers. 
California ought to blush when 
It remembers how our criminal proced- 
ure permitted the notorious George D. 
Collins to juggle with justice, defy the 
courts, roll up needless expenses for the 
public purse to bear and, worse, far 
worse than this, implant still deeper in 
the public mind the suspicion that our 
laws and courts are maiie and conducted 
not for the purpose of doing, .but 
of 
hampering justice. And no one has for- 
gotten how, only a .short time ago, an- 
other attorney, in suing for a fee, pub- 
licly set forth, by means of dilatory mo- 
tions and an endless trickery with the 
machinery of the law, he had so delayed 
the bringing of his client Into court that 
the inattt:r had become outlawed. 
The San Francisco officials who have 
been indicted for crimes against the 
public good are either innocent or guilty; 
and in the interests of public morality, 
that innocence or guilt should be quickly 
established, and justice, either in vindi- 
cation or severe punishment, should be 
swiftly and surely meted out to the ac- 
cused. 
Yet we see the courts blocked 
and day after day, week .after week, 
spent in the 
interposition of dilatory 
motion 
upon dilatory motion, followed 


by time-cor.;:uming argument after ar- 
gument, untii it would seem almost as 
If there was some truth In the public 
suspicion that the courts 
are 
sieves 
whose meshes are large enough to let 
through those with sufficient money and 
influence. 
It is a serious matter, one that ap- 
peals to us all. that justice may be thus 
laughed at, the courts mocliocl, an.d the 
protection-of our laws against criminals.

But the macadamized road is not the 
best road that can ba built in these days 
of crude oil. Nor is It the cheapest to 
build or maintain, the properly built oil 
road being cheaper and better, than any 
other road that can be constructed In 
California except, perhaps, in localities 
where rock Is cheapest and oil dearest. 
But while It Is the fact that crude oil 
properly applied to our various soils- 
sand, loam, gravel and adobe — has, in 
many places, made 'first-class, substantial. 
roads, at a cost even as low as J1BO per 
mile, It Is also a facf that, In many other 
places, crude oil, improperly applied at a 
much greater cost, has resulted in fail- 
ures and has, therefore, been abandoned 
as a road-making material. 
The State Commtssloner of Highways, 
Hon. N. Ellery, has made an especial 
study ,of oil as a road-making material, 
and has given the result of those studies 
in his report for 1906. Copies of this 
most excellent document may be had ;by 
applying to him; and I. call to it the es- 
pecial attention of the members of the 
Legislature and all those interested On 
good roads. 


EFFECT ON LAND VALUES. 


Not only do good ronds make the prod- 
ucts of the farm more valuable because 
they enable the farmer to deliver them 
more cheaply, but, conversely, they make 
the land on which those products are rais- 
ed also more valuable, because the prod- 
ucts themselves are more valuable. Just 
as the railroads make land more valu- 
able because its products can be deliver- 
ed more cheaply and quickly than by 
team, except under certain conditions 
of short haul and good roads, and Just 
as the cheaper rivers can beat the rail- 
roads, so the good roads make the farm-i 
era' products and farm more valuable 
and bring Into productive and remuner- 
ative use 'lands that, with poor roads, 
can not be utilized at a profit. By this 
Increase in? value of Its lands, to say noth- 
ing of the greater prosperity of Its people, 
the State and all its political subdivi- 
sions are greatly benefited. Smaller farms 
replace the great holdings, the great 
wheat fields give way to Intensive ctfiti- 
vation, school houses spring up ~m all 
directions, free rural delivery, with the 
dally paper, and the periodicals, and the 
telephone, all follow fast upon the heels 
of the good road. It humanizes, civilizes, 
brings prosperity, luxury, and affluence 
to the farmer's door, and enables the for- 
mer lonely dweller in the country to have 
and enjoy many of the comforts of the 
city. 
The student of political economy sees 
tne. dangers that always have resulted 
and always will result from the over- 
weening growth In wealth and population 
of the cities at the expense of the coun- 
try. 
No natiion has^ever long survived, 
and no nation ever can survive the cor- 
rupting, weakening Influences that re- 
sult from such a state of things. Among 
the healthy, vigorous clean people of the 
country Is found the greatest patriotism. 
Upon them depends that watchful care 
upon which In turn the perpetuity of our 
country depends. We have only to look 
at. our own stricken metropolis of San 
Francisco to see the menace to our fin- 
stltutions, our very liberty, that will 
follow tile depopulation of the country 
brought about by the migration of the 
country people to the cities. The country 
must increase in population as do the 
cities to keep the balance of power and 
wealth from passing to the latter. The 
iood road will do more, far more, than 
any other Influence, to bring this about. 
The good road leading to the electric rail- 
way will bring the dwelling place of him 
who lives fifty rnlles from town almost 
within Its suburbs, and will thickly dot 
those fifty intervening mfiles with villages 
and the homes of happy and -contented 
people. 


TIME TO ACT. 


But, as I have-said, California has done 
but very little toward encouraging the 
building of good roads. European coun- 
tries. with centuries of experience be- 
hind them, knowing the necessities there- 
for, maintain good roads as we maintain 
sheriffs and policemen. And some of the 
states of our country, like New York, are 
spending millions of dollars to aid in 
the building of these necessary adjuncts 
to and spreaders of population and civili- 
zation. The time fts ripe for California, 
toward which are now turned the eyes 
of all the world, to follow the example of 
her older and more experienced sister and 
the guidance of the still older and more 
experienced nations of the Old World 
and do her part toward aiding and en- 
couraging the advancement of good roads. 
I Invlti; the careful attention of the 
Legislature to this important matter, and 
would recommend that a sufficiently large 
sum of money be appropriated, to be ex- 
pended, under the supervision of 
the 


f tate Commissioners of Highways, in co- 
perating with counties and abutting 
landowners, 
in 
building 
good 
roads 
throughout the State. These State-aided 
good roads should be State-selected main 
-arteries, built to State-made specifications 
nnd State-approved surveys. 
And to- 
ward their construction the State can 
well afford to pay at least one-third the 
cost.

THE JAPANESE QUESTION. 


It Is sa fe to say that the President, 
when he penned that portion of his an- 
nual message upon the opening of Con- 
gress En which he refers to the treat- 
ment of the Japanese in the San Fran- 
cisco schools was not aware of the con- 
ditions on this Coast, especially in Cali- 
fornia, 
In common with the people of 
the East, who have had no experience 
with the unassimllable people of Japan 
and China, the President does not un- 
derstand the racial differences between 
the Japanese and the Chfinese and people 
of Caucasian blood. Coming1 in contact 
only with a few educated and intelli- 
gent Individuals of these two races, the 
people of the Eastern States do not un- 
derstand that to permit the immigration 
of only a small fraction of the whole 
number of these 
people means " the 
monopolizing by them of..,such pursuits 
as they may engage in.' This monopoli- 
zation, would* not militate against the 
public good were the monopolizers ca- 
pable of. being absorbed into the body 
politic, and. in this generation, or even 
in the next, becoming integral parts of 
our cosmopolitan people. 
Unfortunately, 
however, neither tho 
Japanese nor the Chinese appear to be 
capable 
of 
absorption 
and 
assimi- 
lation - into 
the 
mass 
of 
our 
people. 
Neither 
race has, appar- 
ently, any desire to renounce allegEance 
to its mother country and become, in the 
true sense of the word citizens of 1he 
"L'nited States. 
Our laws and customs 
regard intermarriage with them as mis- 
cegenation. 
All the energies are b*-nt 
toward acquiring a competency here to 
enable them to live in comfort and afflu- 
ence in their own countries. They col- 
lect In colonies, either in the cities or in 
the country, do only such business a? 
necessity compels with any but those of 
their own people, and have no close re- 
lations of any kind with our people. 
Being able to live on a small fraction, of 
what seems necessary to support Cauca- 
sian people, bein^. furthermore, clannish. 
In the extreme and evincing neither de- 
sire nor ability to mingle with our peo- 
ple, the lower classes of these two na- 
tions are not, in any sense of the word, 
desirable immigrants to. much less citi- 
zens of this country. There are Chinese 
and Japanese, especially the former, who 
have lived in this State many years, 
some of them half a century, and In no 
essential particulars have they acquired 
our > manners and customs. 
They are, 
practically speaking, as much foreigners. 
In manners, customs, habits of thought, 
and loyalty to their mother countries as 
they were when they came here. 
The 
great mass of them make no investments 
In this country, have no interest in its, 
institutions and no sympathy even with 
• 
our civilization or modes 
of thought; 
they make no attempt to accommodate 
themselves, even In dress/ modes of liv- 
ing, 
or customs to those surrounding 
them, and, in fact, desire only tb gain 
sufficient wealth to enable them to re- 
turn to their own countries to live out 
the rest of their Hvps. 


CAUSES (N THE RACES. 


It is beside the question to say that 
they show these peculiarities because or 
the inhospitablcness of our people. \\Yre 
the 
racial 
differences 
In 
civilization, 
thought, manners and customs not in- 
superable between these Asiatics and 
the 
Caucasians, 
whatever 
inhospi- 
tableness 
our 
people might show to- 
ward them would insensibly disappear 
and. there would be. In spite of all at- 
tempts to the contrary, signs of Ameri- 
canization, In the best sense of the term, 
among them. 
Such, however, does not 
appear to be, in any sense, the result of 
their residence here. The Chinese among 
us are still Chinese; they wear, for the 
most part, their national costumes and 
Queues; they live strictly In quarters 
by themselves, and preserve their na- 
tional customs inviolate. 
The Japanese 
also have made no attempts to disasso- 
ciate themselves from their fellows and 
become individuals among us. They, like 
the Chinese, congregate together, not in 
quarters, as the Chinese do. but still 
apart by themselves. 
They wear, it is 
true, American clothes, but they preserve 
the Japanese customs. 
And they even 
more than Ihe Chinese refuse to do 
business, -when It Is possible to avoid it, 
with Caucasians. 
It.Is useless to expect that people with 
such different racial characters, of such 
different civilization, can ever mix with 
our people and become absorbed into our 
body politic. vThey cannot become good 
American-citizens; it is useless to at- 
tempt to make them such. 
But • while the Caucasian can not rec- 
oncile himself to. the Asiatic, it must not 
be forgotten that" the Asiatic can not 
reconcile 
himself ..to 
the Caucasian. 
While , the Caucasian, looks askanse at 
the Japanese and Chinese, both the latter 
have an equal, a greater, contempt for 
tht Caucasian. To the Asiatic the Cau- 
casian is an inferior, with whom It is 
little short of degrading to closely as- 
sociate. 
^ 
Th* condition of Affair*, exist not only 


In this country, but *Uo In Japan a_nd 
Chtaa. " Both European* ud 


have lived for many years In both of 
the.se countries, yet there is no mingrling 
of the races even there, no intermar- 
riages, no assuming, on terms of equal- 
ity, 
amity, and unconscious 
friendli- 
ness, of the dress, manners, customs, 
mode of living, or religion of these coun- 
tries by the Caucasians 
living there. 
There, as hero, each race looks upon the 
other as inferior. 
"4 


REASONS FOR SEPARATE SCHOOLS 


Under these circumstances, it is not at 
all strange that there is an aversion to 
the mingling of the children of the two 
races. And, therefore. California has de- 
creed that, whenever it is so desired, the 
local school authorities may provide sep- 
arate schools for the Chinese and Jap- 
anese children in which they shall be 
taught as Caucasian children are, and 
by'equally capable teachers. 
In the case of the Japanese this sep- 
aration seems to be the Bmore necessary, 
because many of the Japanese who de- 
sire to attend our schools are much older 
than the Caucasian children with whom 
on account of their deficient learning, the 
Japanese must be enclassecl. 
It is not 
at all d esirable that youths, even Cau - 
casian youths, of eighteen years or more 
of age, should be associated 
in 
the 
schools with children of tender ages. The 
reason therefor is sufficiently explained 
by its mere statement.. 


The laws of California require, when 
the local school authorities so decree, 
the separation of the Chinese and Jap- 
anese scholars from the Caucasian. And, 
as I read it, the treaty of the United 
States with Japan does not require 
that Japanese shall be put in classes 
with our children. To give them as good 
school facilities more than complies with" 
the treaty. 
Therefore, it would appear 
that San Francisco, In providing separate 
schools for the Japanese, is acting1 with- 
in the letter and spirit of the laws of this 
State and is in no way acting in con- 
trariety to the treaty with Japan. 
The State of California, a sovereign 
State of the United States of America, 
has no quarrel w:ih the government 
o£» either Japan or China. On the con- 
trary, California has the, greatest in- 
spect for these two countries, and depre- 
cates equally any indignities which may 
be put upon Americans in Japan 
or 
China, or upon Japanese or Chinese sub- 
jects in this country. We realize thor- 
oughly that It is only the irresponsible 
and vicious in China and Japan who in- 
sult and injure American citizens; we 
know equally well, and we hope that the 
Japanese and Chinese governments also 
know, that it is only the irresponsible 
and the vicious, who, in America, insult 
and injure the subjects of the two great 
nations. All good Americans frown upon 
such 
indecencies here, 
as 
al! good 
Chinese and Japanese frown upon them 
in their own country. But, neverthotu«*s, 
until the courts of this country shall hav$ 
declared that California has no right 10 
do so. this State reserves to itself the 
prerogative and privilege of conducting, 
under 
the law, State, National, and 
treaty, Its schools in such manner as 
seems" best to us; and this without the 
slightest disrespect toward the Govern- 
ment of the United States or the sub- 
jects of any foreign nation. 


DEATH OF CONTROLLER COLGAN.

month of June, 1906, 
Mr. 
Colgan

appar- 
ently In his usual health, and rendered, 
as usual, valuable service, aiding in solv- 
ing the financial and other problems 
arising out of the great disaster of April 
IS, 1906. Almost immediately following 
the of the extraordinary 
session 
his 
health began to fail, and for many weeks 
before his death it was evident that tne 
end could not be far off. Happily, Air. 
Colgan, who had served the people of 
California 
faithfully in 
his important 
office for nearly sixteen years, lived long 
enough to know that his fellow citizens 
had honored him by re-electing htm for 
a fifth term by the largest majority ever 
given to a candidate seeking their suf- 
frages for a State office. The public ca- 
reer of Controller Colgan was one of 
high honor, and in private life he -was 
greatly beloved. I suggest that it would 
be in order for the Legislature to* testify 
in ..some fitting manner its appreciation 
of the distinguished public sen-ices of 
Mr. Colgan.
